Did regional council bail on 
Ontario Summer Games? 


Most Niagara taxpayers are not interested in politicians 
gambling with their money. But are we afraid of taking any 
risk, however minor the stakes? 

The question comes to mind in light of regional council's 
decision not to have an uncapped limit on covering potential 
losses if Niagara had been selected as the host municipality 
for the 2014 Ontario Summer Games. 

Grander athletic events of this type, such as the Olympics, 
have gained a well-earned reputation as financial black holes. 

It remains to be seen how the 2015 Pan Am Games, based 
in and around Toronto, fares financially, but it's doubtful fan 
interest will match the manufactured hype. Still, one could 
argue the Pan Am Games draws attention to the value of 
physical fitness, and leaves in its wake some useful athletic 
infrastructure. 

Whether these benefits are worth the cost will no doubt be 
in the eye of the beholder. 

By comparison, the Ontario Summer Games are small pota¬ 
toes. They're more about participation and the celebration of 
sports than they are a top-flight athletic competition. 

As such, the cost of staging them is smaller, as is the eco¬ 
nomic impact on the host municipality. 

Niagara Region's support to bring the Summer Games here, 
claims the economic spinoff would be in the neighbourhood 
of $6.1 million. Upwards of 6,500 visitors and athletes would 
visit Niagara during the event, it added. 

But for the bid to move forward, the aforementioned guar¬ 
antee to underwrite any losses had to be made. Council, on 
the advice of staff, would only commit to covering a maximum 
$30,000 deficit. 

On the surface, this is comforting. After all, we’re familiar 
with enough Olympic Games horror stories to last a lifetime.

In the New Testament 
Gospels we find a story of lesus 
being approached by 10 lepers. 
Leprosy was a common disease 
during the time when Jesus 
walked on this earth and is still 
found in some countries today. 
It’s cause is bacterial infection 
that destroys the skin and the 
nerves of the hands and feet 
with accompanying problems in 
the eyes and nose. 

In the time of Jesus, leprosy 
was used for any skin disease 
and resulted in isolation and 
separation of the leper from 
society and family. It created 
alienation and fear and those 
with leprosy had to live in 
colonies of despair, crying out 
"unclean" if approached by 
anyone not contaminated. 

10 desperate lepers 
approached Jesus and took the 
chance that this Rabbi, who 
was known to have healing 
powers, would at least, from a 
distance, hear and help them. 
We read, in the Gospel of Luke, 
"ten men who had leprosy met 
him. They stood at a distance 
and called out in a loud voice, 
“Jesus, Master, have mercy on 
us!" When he saw them, he 
said, "Go, show yourselves to 


the priests.” And as they went, 
they were cleansed. One of 
them, when he sawhewas 
healed, came back, praising 
Godinaloud voice. He threw 
himself at Jesus' feet and 
thanked him—and he was a 
Samaritan. Jesus asked, “Were 
not all ten cleansed? Where are 
the other nine? 

After being healed by Jesus 
only one returned and gave a 
sincere thanks to Him. How 
many of us are like the other 
nine. We receive good things 
from the hand of God and 
from others only to gripe and 
complain. We live in a country 
of opportunity and wealth 
(In contrast to many in other 
countries around our world). 
We are healthy and have a 
"roof over our heads) some 
food on our table and yet we 
still complain that there is

Here are some suggestions 
to change this ingratitude.

Teen pulls in

WAINFLEET — A visit to a Port 
Dover church during a camping trip 
sparked Josh Davies into action when he 
returned home to Wainfleet. 

And the result of his action was a 
whopping 1,112 kilograms of food deliv¬ 
ered to the Port Cares Reach Out Food 
Centre last week. 

The 13-year-old William E. Brown stu¬ 
dent said a teen about his age was col¬ 
lecting money to help fight poverty. 

“I thought to myself, 'Wow, that’s 
pretty cool... it must feel pretty good to 
do that,’” he said. 

When he attended his home church 
— Forks Road East United — there was 
talk of the food centre in Port Colbome 
being almost completely out of food. 

“To me that was God telling me that 
this was my chance to help and make a 
difference.” 

Before he did, though, he sought help 
from his pastor, Jeeva Sam. 

"He came up to me following the ser¬ 
vice and expressed his desire to help by 
going from house to house in Wainfleet 
and collecting food,” said Sam in an 
e-mail. 

Sam gave Josh his blessing and “a 
letter, in case someone doubted his 

Armed with that letter, Josh started 


driving his white and red lawn tractor, 
with matching trailer, around Wainfleet 
village. The trailer was built by Josh and 
his father, Gord, and is fairly deep. 

"Filling my trailer was my goal,” said 

But he got more than he bargained for 
when one donor heard about what he 
was doing and gave 249 4.5-kg bags of 
potatoes for the food centre. 

Even when he was out collecting, Josh 
saw the generosity of Wainfleet residents 

"I was collecting and left one house 
for the next when a lady came running 
down the street with another bag for me 
from the house I just left. Even people 
who said they didn’t have any food still 
came up with a bag.” 

His school took up a collection once 
they heard what he was doing. 

Sandy Pedersen, community devel¬ 
oper at the Reach Out Centre, said it is 
inspiring to see someone of Josh’s age to 
do what he did, and to bring in so much 
food. 

“What he did will feed a lot of fami¬ 
lies,” she said. "If every kid did that the 
food bank would never be out of food.” 

Pedersen said donations to the food 
centre at 61 Nickel St. can be made any 
time during the week between 9 a.m. 
and 4 p.m. or by calling 905-835-1914.
